| Protein And You 


By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D, 


HE body is like an en- 

gine in that it) cannot, 
operate without fuel. Give 
it what it needs and it per- 
forms its complicated tasks 
with amazing — perfection. 
Deprive it of some needed 
element, and it will still go 
on for a time but with 
greatly diminished efliciency, 


Proteins are one of the sub- 
stances most needed by the 
body. The body cannot supply 
proteins for itself. The food 
we cat must furnish —them— 
food such as meut, milk, esKs, 
and whole-grain cecreals—and, 
if it docs not, the effects are 
quickly noted In loss of energy 
and — endurance. Also, the 
ubundant vitality of health is 
soon replaced by a feeling of 


Keneral weakness and extreme . 


fatigue. Climbing stairs, for 
instance, produces a feeling of 
weakness In the legs and tired- 
ness out of all proportion to the 
effort. The heart beats slowly 
as a result of poor circulation. 
People cuffering from lack of 
protein often feel cold, In many 
cases, there fs also lessened 
resistance to infections. 


Classifying Proteins 


In view of these important 
facts, we should all learn some- 
thing about proteins and how 
to satisfy the body's need for 
them. 


All proteins are made up of 
substances .known os amino 
acids, some containing more, 
some less. Modern research 
has discovered that there are 
at least ten different amino 
acids which the body must 
have for proper functloning, 
and all of these must be sup- 
plicd by the protein foods we 
eat. Not one of them con bo 
manufactured by the body for 
itself, ; 

Hence, doctors _ rate proteins 
according to how many of these 
essential amino acids they 
furnish. Those: which contain 
all ten are called complete 
proteins; those which do’ not 
are regarded as incomplete. 

Proteins: of greatest value to 
the body come from such foods 


ab: roeet, allie," egws, fish, fowl - 


and cheese. Veretable proteins, 
such #s those from beans, peas, 
and wholegraln cereals, belong 
to the incomplete clas. They 
are healthful but cannot be 
relied on alone to supply all 
ten amino acids which the 
body must have, 


Amount Needed 


The moderately-active man 
needs about 70 grams of pro- 
tein a day, while a woman re- 
quires about 60 grams, During 
pregnancy, about 80 grams ore 
neeessiry. These amounts are 
supplied approximately by one 
averaze serving of meat, one 
eg, and three gslassfuls of milk. 
Growing ndolescents in their 
teens need between 80 and 100 
grams of protein cally. How 
then Is a person to get the re- 
quired amount of protcin? 


One Pint a Day 


It Js a good idea to start 
with milk, The adult . should 
take about a pint a day, and 
children and adolescents about 
n quart. Then, in  additlon, 
there should be one serving of 
about three ounces of meat 
and one serving of a whole- 
grain‘ cereal, beans, or peas. . 

Severe protein deficiency 
does not develop very often 
except during certain diseases 
in wi.ich large amounts of pro- 
teln may be lost from the body, 
such as jn some kidney dis- 
orders. But unless we take 
care to cat enough of the right 
foods, a milder deficiency which 
will yet bo  cnough to sop 
strength and destroy efficiency, 
may creep up on us unawares, 


It is possible to determine, 
by chemical test, the amount 
of protein. circulating in the 
body. . When such protein 
deficiency ip found to be pre- 
sent, it should bo corrected im- 
mediately, not only: by an in- 
crease in the protein in the 
dict,-but by blood t sion, 
if necessary, or tho uso of 
what oro known as protein 
hydrolysates...
